A Je Lords and Commons ha- 
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ving lately ſent Sir Tha. Bar- 
rington, and Maſter Grim- 
ſton iato the County of E/- 
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and taken the goods of divers perſons, with- 
out Law; or other Authority , and having re- 
ceiveda report from Sir The. Barrington , be- 
ing returned, Thatthe people , upon the firft 
knowledge given them that the Parliament 
required they ſhould forbear the ſearching of 
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any houſes for Arms or Ammunition, or the 


then is or ſhall be-direed by the Parliament, * 
or without the aſsiſtance of ſome of thoſe 
perſons who are by both Houtfes of Parlia- 
ment declared that they ought to bepreſent, 
the people did hereupon ſpeedily yeeld obedi. 
ence,and withdrew themſelves in a peaceable 
manner,and asthey were required,did make 
reſtitution of Plate, Monie, and many other 
goods by them taken from fuch as were pre- 
tended to be Popiſh Recuſants, and other 
malignant perſons ; and that they had expreſs 
ſed great zeal and forwardneſſe to comply. 
with the DireRions of the Parliament for 
the future. _ 
The Lords and Commons do therefore 
declare, Thatthey reſent the aforeſaid expreſ: 
ſions of the people, and their ready obedi- 
ence, as a teſtimony of thatdutifull affetion 
which they bear tothe Parliament, and to the 
preſent ſervice of the Kingdom; and do here- 
by Order and Declare, That all perſons 
whoſoever, that have taken either Monie, 
Plate, or any other goods, out of the houſe 
or 


raking goods out of any houſe otherwiſe |}

or houſes, ot from the perſons of any what- 
foever , without the ſpeciall Command or 
Order of both oreicher Houſe of Parliament, 
_ ſhall forthwith reftore the ſame to the parties 
fron whom they were taken,or otherwiſe be 
proceeded apaintt as the Lords and Com- 
mons ſhall further direct , upon complaint 
made : And as both Houſes of Parliament 
have been , .and will be very carefull to pre- 
ſerve the peace of the/Kingdom, by diſarming 
of all Recuſants, and ſuch others as ſhall be 
known, or juſtly ſuſpe&ed to-be enemies: 
thereunto, and to the. pions and good endea- 
vour of this Parliament ; and to that purpoſe 
have by a Declaration paſſed by aſſent of 
both Houſes, upon the 23 of Augy/tlalt, ex- 
preſſed what perions ſhall be intruſted for 
the managing of that ſervice : 

They do hereby further Order and-Coms 
mand, That no perſon whatſoever do pre- 
ſume, eicher alone, or accompanied with 
others, to break, or violently enter.into the: 
houſe of any whoſocyer , under colour or 
pretence of, diſarming Reculants , -or other 


perſons preteaced to be enemies to the peace 
of

of the Kingdom , without the- particular 
command of ſuch asareentruſted or deputed 
by the Parliament. | 0 
 Andic is further declared , That ſpeciall 
and-{peedie care be taken herein for the fecu- 
rity of the Kingdom , and particularly for 
the Countie of Eſſex, from whom they have 
received {o-many expreffions of their duty to 
the ſervice of the Publique , though the Par- 
lament cannot but let them know , that ſe- 
verall violent ations by ſome of them un- 
warrantably committed, are extremely dil: 
allowed : Butas the Lords and Commons 
declare, Thar they ſhall be ever readie to give 
aſsiftance and proteRion to all ſuch as ſhall 
obey the Commands of both, oreither Hou- 
ſes of Parliament, So they do reſolve, That 
they will inflict exemplarie puntſhment on 
all ſuch, according to their demerits, as ſhall 
berefraftorie and diſobedient to theſe their 
Commands made known to them; and by 
all good wayes and means will further en- 
dceavour to bring them to-a legall triall for 
ſuch their offences; But for the encourage- 
ment of thoſe who have been forward and 
active 
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aQivein the ſe: vice of che Common-yyealth, 
It is thought fitco give them notice, That 

thole eight horſes taken from Sir Fobn Lucas, 
and brought upto the Parliament by SirTls, 
Barrington , and intended by Sir 7Jobn Lucas 

for the ſtrengthning of a malignant partie, 

are delivered by command ta the Lory Gene- 

ra]l, 'to be by him e:yplayed forthe prefer- 

. vation of the Kingdom, and the Parliament 

hath cauſed the faid Sip Io, Lacas, and Maſter 
Newcomin tobe comtiitred” to feverall Pri. 
fons ; And it is refolvedythat they'fhall be 
brought to their ſeverall trials, and receive 

ſuch puniſhment as hall appear to be juſt, 
according to their demerits : nd.lke-pr j- 
ceeding ſhall be had againft all ſuch as Thall 
be found diſturbers of the Peace of that.
